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O'Neill Vs. DiSalle In J958 


Two years ago, this newspaper endorsed 
C. William O’Neill for the Republican nomi­ 
nation for governor and Michael V. DiSalle 
for the Democratic nomination. 
They received our support on the premise 
they were the best qualified candidates of 
their respective parties. 
Today, two years later, nothing has trans­ 
pired to change our mind as the candidates 
line up to compete for Ohio’s first four-year 
term in the governorship. 
Mr. O’Neill, who went on from his primary 
victory in 1956 to win his first term as gov­ 
ernor, has only token opposition for renomi­ 
nation this year. 
M*\ DiSalle, who lost in 1956, is running 
for a second nomination against a jam-pack­ 
ed field of six other candidates for the Dem­ 
ocratic party’s Ohio leadership. 
GOV. O’NEILL has made a constructive, 
clean record in his first term this far. 
The way he has tackled the large-scale 
projects that awaited his administration and 
got them under way is assurance that his 
two-year record will be outstanding. 
He has had none of the nagging scandals 
and administrative double-dealing that are 
the bread and butter of political criticism. 
The indecisiveness of his early months in 
office has turned to firm, aggressive leader­ 
ship. He is leading, with a sure touch now, 
Ohio’s march to come abreast of the times 
in highways, public institutions and educa­ 
tion. 
He continues to be unshaken in his belief 
that the state’s development depends basical­ 
ly on conservative financial policy, particu­ 
larly in the avoidance of taxation that penal­ 
izes new enterprise and handicaps existing 
enterprise. 
This leaves the Democrats who are seeking 
their party’s nomination without much to 
talk about, except the trifles they can con­ 


jure up in their collective effort to make it 
appear that one of them would be a better 
governor for the next four years than the 
man who already is on the job. 
Gov. O’Neill has lived up to the promises 
he made two years ago when he ran against 
Mr- DiSalle and won- 
It was not a pushover by any means. Mr. 
DiSalle knows his way around in a political 
campaign as well as he knows his way 
around in the problems of public adminis­ 
tration. 
He made the best campaign any 
Democrat could have made two years ago. 
He would make the best campaign any Dem­ 
ocrat could make in 1958. 
Albert S. Porter, Cuyahoga County engin­ 
eer, could do a good job, too, in our opinion, 
as could Robert N. Gorman of Cincinnati, a 
former Ohio Supreme Court judge and a 
highly regarded public figure in southeastern 
Ohio. But these two, like the other Demo­ 
cratic contenders, lack the statewide strength 
that Mr. DiSalle proved he could command 
in the 1956 election. 
He would be the best bet to make Gov. 
O’Neill prove he is entitled to be Ohio’s first 
four year governor. 
IT IS TO OHIO’S interest to match the 
strongest candidates the two political parties 
can find in the race for governor. 
Ohio Republicans have their strongest man 
in the race—Bill O’neill. 
Ohio Democrats would put their strongest 
man in the race if they nominated Mike Di­ 
Salle.

Ohioans would be assured, in that event, of 
four years of sound leadership in the gover­ 
nor’s office, whoever won. Gov. O’Neill, who 
already is providing sound leadership, would 
be the favorite, but against the former may­ 
or of Toledo and this country’s one-time price 
administrator he would have to go all-out to 
prove it. That is as it should be. 


It Was a Notable Occasion 


Harry Truman’s practice of denying what 
he does not find convenient to say is true has 


put him into a head-on clash with a respected 
newspaper, The New York Times, and a re­ 
spected newsman, Arthur Krock, dean of The 
Times’ Washington bureau. 
Because all newspapers and reporters have 
a stake in this clash, a ummaiy is called 
tor. It began with a notable occasion in mid- 
February 1950, when Mr. Krock created a 
newspaper sensation by obtaining a personal 
interview with Mr. Truman, which was con­ 
trary to custom and brought down the wrath 
ok ail White House correspondents. They were 
hopping mad at the next press conference. 
So was Mr. Truman. 
They tore into him for favoring one man 
and one newspaper, and he tore into them 
for tearing into him. No one who was there 
could forget it or the interview that caused 
it — an interview was so noteworthy it was 
called the outstanding example of national 
reporting for 1950 by the Pulitzer Advisory 
Board. 


There was this 
peculiarity about it that 
made it even more noteworthy. Before Krock 
published it in The Times on Feb. 15, he sub­ 
mitted it to the White House for inspection. 
Mr. Truman okayed it, including the com­ 
ment that he now insists he never made. He 
told that angry press conference he okayed 
it; this is on the record made on the spot 
by every one of the 134 reporters present in 
the White House press conference of Feb. 
16. 1950. 
And what specific comment was in ques-

ACTION SHOWED Russia has now de­ 
veloped its friendly aims to a point where it 
can veto not only free world peace proposals 
but ITS OWN. It seems to be saying, “W7e 
want better understandings and world peace 
if we have to fight the idea all our lives.’* 
Moscow policy is, “If things don’t go your 
own way refuse to play-’’ If its leaders 
don’t get to first base they cancel the game 
and accuse all the players of plotting t 
destroy outdoor sport. 
It’s an elluva way to run a peace program. 
And inviting free world leaders to a summit 
brotherly love meeting, while putting spikes 
in the chairs, abusing the invited guests and 
spraying welcome mats with tear gas is the 
dizziest performance of the century. 
Nevertheless, Moscow is turning its own 
torpedoing of its own complaint into usual 
propaganda against U.S. and U.N. It dic­ 


tion? Simply this: “It is a good thing that 
job-seeking should go on af all times. It is a 


healthy thing to have some unemployment- 
. . . From 
three to five 
millions is sup­ 
portable.” 
Mr. Truman denies he ever said it, but on 


his own word he okayed the report of the 


interview in which he said it. 
But it was not convenient to have it 
brought up when he testified before the 
House Banking 
and 
Currency Committee. 
Everybody in Washington had known for 
days it was going to be brought up by a 
Republican member of the committee, Rep. 
Henry 0. Talle of Iowa. Rep. Talle, a former 
educator and political scientist, may have 
been testing an axiom in politics — that it 
is better to accuse another of falsehood than 
to convict yourself of duplicity. 
If it really was a test, the results are plain. 
Mr. Truman has honored his political axiom. 
Those of us who are sticking with Mr. Krock 
have no illusions that either he or the truth 
will emerge triumphant.

Steel 
reported it 
didn’t earn enough in the first 
three months of this year to cover 
is dividend rate. But the price 
of the stock scarcely wobbled. 
Chrysler reported a net loss and 
cut its dividend. The price of its 
stock dropped $2 but then rallied 
a bit and there was no rush to 
unload.

REALIZING THAT the prosper­ 
ity of every small country depends 
on its foreign trade, Israel has 
moved steadily to expand its posi­ 
tion as a commercial nation. 
Her exports have increased from 
30 minion dollars in 1949 to nearly 
135 million dollars last year. Im­ 
ports have risen from 253 to 403 
million dollars. 
This creates a bad foreign trade 
bo’ance. But the Israeli govern­ 
ment hopes to work out of it in the 
next lo years and become more 
self-sufficient. 
The United States is today Is­ 
rael’s 
best customer, 
supplying 
nearly 32 per cent of Israel’s im­ 
ports and taking over 22 per cent 
of lier exports. 
Israel’s principal exports are 48 
million dollars’ worth of industrial 
equipment, a 40-million-dollar cit 
rus fruit trade, principally with 
worldwide trade n polished dia­ 
monds. 
Other exports are textiles and 
wearing apparel, cement and ply- 
vehicles, drugs and chemicals. The 
country has started uranium pro­ 
duction.

and

TEN YEARS AGO, Israel was 
about as underdeveloped as any 
area could be. Today it offers a 
striking example to other countries 
of what can be done if conditions 
are established favorable to for­ 
eign investment. 
Israel’s industrial economy now 
represents an investment of over 
700 million dollars. Seventy per cent 
of this capital has come from out­ 
side the country. 
Its 
industrial 
production last 
year was valued at 700 milion dol­ 
lars. National income was 1.4 bil­ 
ion dollars. 
There are plenty of things wrong 
with Israel, such as treatment of 
the refugees and minorities, and 
its bad relations with its neigh- 
botsm But for a “nation” no big­ 
ger than Maryland and with a pop­ 
ulation not quite so big, Israel has 
done well its first decade. 
It is setting a fast pace of pri- 
gress for the Arab states to catch 
up with, even if they are bigger 
and richer. 
Labor Legislation 


By JAMES MARLOW 


No wonder if you’re dizzy from 
what’s happening in the eSnate on 
labor legislation. It’s a mish-mash. 
This is the background on a confus­ 
ing situation. 
In 1954 President Eisenhower, 
disturbed by disclosures on the 
misuse of employe benefit funds, 
asked an investigation. He got it. 
Three times since then a Senate 
Labor subcommittee has h e l d 
hearings filling thousands of pages 
with testimony. 
T h e s e subcommittees w e r e 
headed in turn by Senators Ives 
(R-NY), Douglas (D-I1D and Ken­ 
nedy (DMass). Just before going 
home last year this subcommittee 
approved a measure — called the 
Ives-Douglas-Kennedy bill — which 
would do this: 
Compel disclosure of the han­ 
dling of employes’ pensions and 
welfare funds to prevent their 
mishandling 
by 
employers, 
by 
employers and unions combined, 
or by unions. 
Approval 
by the full Senate 
Labor Committee — necessary be­ 
fore the bill could go up to the 
full Senate for action — had to 
wait until this 
year. Congress 
came back in January. 
On Jan. 23 President Eisenhow­ 
er proposed a 12-point program of 
labor legislation. One point dupli­ 
cated, 
and therefore 
approved, 
the Ives-DouglasKennedy bill up­ 
on which the full Labor Commit­ 
tee had not yet acted. 
The rest of the Eisenhower pro­ 
gram would add amendments — 
or make changes — in the 1947 
Taft - Hartley 
law 
by 
imposing 
additional regulations on unions. 
But it also hit at crooked deal-

He 
described his ideas as an attempt 
to assure democratic control of 
unions by their members. 
Knowland, who’s giving up his 
Senate seat to run for the guvern- 
norsnip of California, would go 
beyond amending the Taft-Hartley 
law by adding some brand new 
ideas to it. Sen. Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas, leader of the Senate 
Democrats 
has 
called

land’s bill antiunion. 
Then on March 26 and 27 the 
Senate Labor subcommittee head­ 
ed by Kennedy began hearings on 
a number of proposals — which 
aides said would include those by 
Eisenhower and Knowland. 
But 
after those two days the subcom­ 
mittee recessed for the Easter 
holidays and hasn’t picked 
up 
yet where it left off. 
Those hearings were not on the 
Ives-Douglas-Kennedy bill, which 
dealt with the protection of em­ 
ployes’ benefit funds. That was 
still awaiting approval of the full 
committee, which only last Mon­ 
day gave its blessing to the meas­ 
ure and sent it to the full Senate 
for action. The Senate scheduled 
consideration of it the next day. 
Suddenly 
and 
unexpectedly 
Knowland announced he would of­ 
fer his bill as a series of amen- 
ments to the Ives-DoDuglas-Ken- 
nedy bill. Since what was in his 
bill went far beyond what was in 
the other, that provided a basket­ 
ful of headaches. 
Then Thursday the Eisenhower 
administration announced it would 
offer its 12-point program—which 
also went far beyond the Ives- 
DoDuglas-Kennedy ball — as an 
amendment to the latter. 
Thus the Senate, which set out 
to consider the fairly n a r r o w 
problem 
of

funds, found itself confronted with 
proposals covering the w h o l e 
broad field of labor-management 
relations.

GOP Pushes Ike's 


Labor Proposal 


WASHINGTON <JPI — A proposal 
urged by President Eisenhower 
was pushed forward today by Re­ 
publican senators trying to broad­ 
en a pension-welfare fund bill into 
general labor legislation. 
Senate R e p u b i c a n Leader 
Knowland of California said he 
thought the President’s 
recom­ 
mendations for new labor mea­ 
sures, 
submitted 
last 
January, 
would fare better than his own 
rejected amendments. 
However, Eisenhower’s propos­ 
als also had to buck the argument 
of Democratic leaders that hear­ 
ings by the Senate Labor Commit-1 
tee should precede any attempt to: 
pass a far-reaching labor bill. 
Both the Eisenhower and Know­ 
land proposals are being offered 
as amendments to a measure to 
require full reporting of employe 
welfare and pension funds. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson, Demo-1 
cratic leader, said he hoped the 
Senate could complete its con-; 
sideration of the legislation to­ 
night or Tuesday under an 
agreement reached 
Saturday to 
limit debate on each amendment 
to one hour. 
At Saturday’s session, the Sen­ 
ate rejected 53-28 an amendment 
offered by Knowland to prohibit 
unions from denying membership 
because of race, creed or color. 
Not a single Democratic senator 
voted for the antidiscrimination 
amendment, while 13 Republican 
senators voted against It

There were hundreds of union 
women am ong the thousands who 
wildly cheered H arry Trum an, Ad- 
iai Stevenson and Averell H arri- 
jm an last week. Most of the union 
gals cam e from W alter R euther’s 
Auto Workers Union and the echo­ 
es wafted over into GOP head 
quarters. There the drive to win 
union ladies over into Republican 
precinct work has been underway 
for weeks. In a sense it all began 
when GOP national cam paign di­ 
re c to r Robert Humphreys told a 
I sim ilar gathering of GOP belles: 


I 
“ I don’t w ant this m om ent to 
go by w ithout saying to you that 
the greatest erro r the Republican 
I party could ever m ake would be 
‘to alienate the rank-and-file of the 
(labor people.

WHAT 
STARTLED 
the 
pros 
“ observing” the ladies was the 
reaction to this advice. 
It pro­ 
voked the loudest burst of ap­ 
plause of the entire set of speech­ 
es heard by the Republican wom­ 
en’s conference that day. 
A lot of folks tend to “ kid” 
the ladies — but H um phreys m ade 
the national party 
policy 
that 
day. Certainly what he told them 
indicates — and this has been 
checked through — that the Re­ 
publicans will drive m ore heavily 
for the rank-and-file labor vote 
this year than they ever have be­ 
fore. W hat Hum phreys told 
the 
rally: 
“ They (the labor leaders) have 
a highly organized drive on 
to 
win over the working wives and 
the union wives. Don’t let them 
outbid us. Don’t* let them out-or- 
ganize us. These wives are just 
as 
anxious to get into politics 
with us as they are with the Dem­ 
ocratic party, of you can m ake it 
attractive enough to them and I 
suggest th a t you do that.” 
Around about June, when the 
cam paign and the political insults 
get hotter, you will note that the 
Republicans 
will 
be distributing 
new types of political literature 
and creating labor units — even 
in Michigan. This will reflect m ore 
that the operation of one of the 
GOP’s “Special Activities” divi­ 
sions. I t will reflect the beief th at 
old-fashioned politics has gone out 
with the waistline in ladies styles. 
Why? Hum phreys put it this way 
when explaining it to the Grand 
Old P a rty ’s em battled women:
